MUST NOT SLANDER HIS WIFE. 


He Brands His Son, James J. Mulli¬ 
gan, As a Recreant Sot 
of a Son. 


Wfu DEFEND HIS FAMILY. 


Lexington, Ky,, Oct. 11.—fSpecial.]— 
Detectives L. P. Collerati and W. E. 
Burke, of Chicago, who have been en¬ 
gaged by Jim Mulligan to make an 
Investigation in the mystery surround¬ 
ing the attempt to poison the family of 
James H. Mulligan, for which crime 
young Mulligan has been accused by 
Lewis Mitchell, arrived here to-day 
from Chicago to continue In the inves¬ 
tigation. Colleran was here last week, 
but returni*! to Chicago last Friday, 
and upon his return brought with him 
Detective Burk^. The latter spent the 
entire day in the corridors of the court¬ 
house watching the witnesses and 
members of Mr. Milligan’s family a* 
they appeared in tho grand Jury roorh. 
Hc devoted most of his time to watch¬ 
ing Dennis Mulligan, the oldest son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Mulligan, and upon his re¬ 
turn home the son told hi* father of 
the actions of the stranger, who at that 
time was not known. Mr. Mulligan 
was very much incensed that his fam¬ 
ily should be so humiliated by the ac¬ 
tions of the Chicago detectives, and he 
to-night gave out the following state- 

meat, which speak* for Itself:

”! have stood the slander from this 
recreant sot of a son as long as I can, 
and from now on the scabbard Is off. 
and It Is war to the knife. I give warn¬ 
ing to all. whether they be snide law¬ 
yers or detectives, that If they Invent 
any slander on my wife or any mem¬ 
ber-of my family I will avenge it with 
life’s blood, and If I am killed In the 
attempt to protect the good name of my 
wife I will leave others behind to 
avenge my death.” 

Mr. Mulligan said that he had done 
everything in hi9 power to let this mat¬ 
ter drop and not rroke any prosecution 
of the misdeeds of his son, but that the 
matter had ifow gone too far, and that 
under no circumstances wou)d he per¬ 
mit the members of his family to be 
dragged into such a disgraceful affair 
by the actions of Chicago detectives or 
anyone else 

Mrs. Mollle Stevenson, oJster of young 
Jim Mulligan, who was married here 
two weeks ago, arrived here to-night, 
accompanied by her husband, and Mrs. 
Stevenson will appear before the granl 
jury Wednesday in^fconnection with the 
attempted poisoning of the family. Mr. 
and Mrs. Stevenson are stopping at the 
Phoenix Hotel, \rhere she has had sev¬ 
eral conferences with her brother.

ROY SALMON COMMITS SUICIDE 
AT MAPISONVILLU 


BULLET THROUGH HIS BRAIN. 


Was a Prominent Lawyer and No 
Cause Can Be Assigned For 
the Deed. 


Madisonville. Ky.. Oct. 11.—[Special.] 
—Roy Salmon, a prominent lawyer and 
Democratic potithlan. committed sui¬ 
cide In hi* ofilro here this afternoon by 
blowing out his iVruins with a revolver. 
No cause for the act Is knowm other 
than that he had not been In very 
good health for some month* and had 
for the past week been partially con¬ 
fined to h!s room with chJlls. Circuit 
Court Is In session, and Mr. Salmon 
had been In the court room *moet of the 
day attending to legal duties. He left 
about J o'clock and held a lengthy con¬ 
versation with his brother. R M. Sal¬ 
mon, president or the Crabtree Coal 
Company, of Illsley. on the street, and 
eectned to be In the best of spirits. 

A few moments later he remarked to 
friends that he was going to end hi* 
life, but was not taken seriously. He 
then went alone to his office and short¬ 
ly afterward Inmates of other offices 
located on the same floor were alarmed 
by the report of a pistol. Forcing their 
way Into his quarter* they found him 
In a dy'ng condition with a bullet hole 
through his head. He succumbed In a 
few* minutes. 

Mr. Salmon served four years ns 
County Attorney of this county and 
has held many important places within 
his party. Last winter he was given 
an office under Auditor Huger at 
Frankfort, but resigned after nerving a 
short time to resume the practice of 
his profession, He was forty-four year* 
of age und leave* a wife and two chil¬ 
dren. He was a member of the local 
lodge of Elks. _

CAUGHT WITH BOOTY. 


He Had Chloroformed a Dozen Pas¬ 
sengers and Taken Their 
Valuables. 


i The grknd Jury thl* morning resumed 
Its investigation Into the Mulligan poi¬ 
son mystery, and all during the day 
witnesses ^in the case were before the 
body giving testimony. On account of 
the removal of Juror Irvine Monday 
the entire matter had to be gone over 
with again in order to make the new 
Juror thoroughly acquainted with the 
facts In the case. For the first time 
since the matter was taken before tne 
grand Jury, the negro, Lewis Mitchell, 
wa» before the body thl* morning. 
When he was first ordered brought out 
he was taken before Judge Parker, who 
toM him that be was not compelled to 
answer any question* asked him by the 
grand jury, if he believed the answers 
would tend to Incriminate him. Mitchell 
was then consulted for several minute* 
by his attorney. James Denny, after 
which he was taken before the grand 
Jury. Mitchell was only In the grand 
Jury room about ten minutes, and it 
was the supposition or those In the 
courthouse that he had refused to an¬ 
swer any questions, but it was later 
understood that the sworn confession 
made by him was read to the Jury by 
Commonwealth's Attorney Allen, and 
that the ntgro corroborated all that w*as 
contained in the confession and he w*a* 
taken back to Jail. 

Following MltehHl, Judge Mulligan 
and his son. Dennis Mulligan, were 
before the body for some time and dur¬ 
ing the afternoon Mrs. Mulligan and 
Emma Morton, the colored cook, were 
also in the grand Jury room. While 
the above witnesses were being examin¬ 
ed. young Jim Mulligan and his friend 
Wick Phillips remained In the witness 
room ready to be called before the 
body, but when the grand jury ad- 
journed at 4:20 o’oclock he had not 
been reached and the Investigation will 
be continued Wednesday morning.

Oct. 11.—James C. Rum- 
sey, alias Frank Jackson, alia* “Chief 
Jess," aged twenty-three years, was 
arrested here to-day charged with rob¬ 
bing the passenger* of the Pullman 
car Armadale. which he entered at the 
Missouri, Kansu* and Texas station In 
thts city. He ehloruformed the dozen 
passengers in the car. robl>od them of 
their money and jew*elry and when the 
train reached FrnnkUn Junction he 
jumped from a car window and es¬ 
caped with hts booty.

BRYAN TO SPEAK IN ILLINOIS. 


• Cumberland. Md„ Oct. 11.—Henry G 
Davis. Democratic vice presidential 
candidate, ha* made a flying start on 
hi* Whirlwind campaign through Mary¬ 
land and West Virginia* Leaving Balti¬ 
more thl* morning on a special train 
over the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, 
he ha* made an even dozen speeches, 
arranged the detail* of every maetlng. 
Introduced his corps of campaigners to 
the audiences In all the West Virginia 
towns visited, did the greater part of 
the talking, and to-night Is the freshest 
from fatigue of nny member of the 
party. 

^Vlth Mr. Dnvts are Senators Daniel, 
of Virginia; D. B. Hill, of New York, 
and former Gov. Whyte, of Maryland, 
besides a retinue of local candidate* and 
representative* of ihe National and 
State Committees, w*ho join and leave 
the train a* It moves through their ter¬ 
ritory*. 

Rallies were held in Piedmont and 
Keyser, W. Va„ each of an hour's dura¬ 
tion. and several others of half that 
time. Many of the talks were made 
from the rear of the private car occu¬ 
pied by Mr. Davis und his campaign¬ 
ers. 

The Itinerary for the day Included 
Rockville und Brunswick, Md.. at which 
places there was an escort from the 
District of Columbia, furnished by five 
Democratic clubs of that place. Harper's 
Ferry, Shenandoah Junction, Martlna- 
burg. Cheery Run, Hancock, Paw* Paw ; 
Orem Springs. Cumberland. Keyser and 
Piedmont were all points of attack by 
Democratic oratory.

Question Is Whether Td Withdraw 

and Give La Follette a Clear Field. 

Milwaukee. W1 b.. Oct. 11.—[Special.] 
—Whether or not to withdraw* their 
ticket and give Gov. La Follette a clear 
field Is the question that has stirred 
up all kinds of trouble in the ranks 
of the Btahvart*. 

Men from out in the State are pro¬ 
testing against the plans of Senator 
John C. Spooner to quit the fight. For 
the first time there is much complaint 
among the Stalwarts of the Senator's 
action In advising pulling dow*n the 
ticket, withdrawal or eveu the discus¬ 
sion of such a step at this time, they 
argue. Is making votes for the Gov¬ 
ernor, and the action of Spooner now 
In view* of his radical utterances in 
his speeches of several day* ago, ha* 
stirred up much comment. 

But the real obstacle In the way of 
dropping the fight Is ex-Gov. Scofield. 
The story goes to-day that w*hen Cook 
withdrew* and Scofield was asked to 
run he consented to do so if he could 
be assured support. This he was prom¬ 
ised. even by the Senators, it la said, 
and he entered Into the campaign with 
the intention of fighting to the finish. 
The ex-Govemor’s views are exactly 
those of the State Central Committee, 
and such leader* as Quarles and E. L 
PhllHpp. Members of the committee 
who came In to-night say the Stalwarts 
In the State are all opposed to quitting, 
and will Insist on keeping up the fight. 
They want Roosevelt's advice to pull 
off the ticket Ignored, nnd unless Sena¬ 
tor Spooner and Senator Quarles can 
convince them otherwise to-njorrow 
they will continue the fight. 

TO ASSIST JUDGE PARKER. 

Judge Harmon, of Ohio, Offers His 
Services A* a Speaker. 

New York. Oct 11.—Judge Parker re¬ 
ceived a message to-day from Judge 
Judson Harmon, of Ohio, former United 
States Attorney General. Judge Har¬ 
mon sent the message from London by 
D. L. Roumgnrten, of Cincinnati, who 
sailed from London on October 1. The 
former Attorney General sent word to 
Judg^e Parker that he w’uuld sail on Oc¬ 
tober 18 If the condition of his wife’s 
health would permit. Upon his return 
to this country, he said, he would enter 
Into the campaign and do all ho could 
In the Interest of Parker and Davis. 
Judge Harmon was mentioned as a 
candidate for the presidency at the St. 
Louis convention. 

Judge Parker took luncheon to-day 
at the Manhattan Club as the guest of 
William S. Rodle. Afterward he saw* 
Johu H. Clark, of Cleveland. O., who 
was a candidate for Senator Agalnat 
the late Senator Hanna. 

Among other visitors were John Cad- 
walader and Joseph R. Wainwright, of 
Philadelphia: George W. Caldwell, of 
Columbur. Ind.. and Representative 
William R. Hearst, of New York.

CAMPAIGN LITERATURE 


Sent To Tennesaee By Republicans At 
Expense of Government. 

Nashville, Tenn.. Oct. 11.—[Special.]— 
The Tennessee Republican managers 
are flooding the malls with campaign 
literature under the franking privilege. 
They are sending out hundred* of thou- 
rand* of pamphlets at the expense of 
Ur.cle Sam. While they have no ex¬ 
pectation of parrying the State for 
Ro<>f»ev<dt, they hope by the use of this 
literature to reduce Parkeri* majority, 
and also indirectly help their candidate 
fer Governor.

As far 
as possible officer* of the army and 
navy of German deeoent will come to 
Washington from nearby poet* and will 
participate in the ceremonies. An¬ 
nouncement of the programme for the 
unveiling ceremonies, ro for as It has 
been completed, was made to the Asso¬ 
ciated Press to-night. 

The ceremonies will be prefaced by a 
prayer tp be offered by an army chap¬ 
lain. Barones* Speck von Sternberg 
then will pull the silken cords holding 
the American jind German flag* sur¬ 
rounding the statue, and the statue will 
be presented by the German Ambtuwa- 
dor. w ho will moke a brief addre**. The 
great address of the day will be made 
by the President. The third and last 
Htldress will be made by the Secretary 
of War, Mr. Taft, who will speak for 
the army The Marine Band will play 
the national anthems of America and 
Germany between the addressee. There 
are a number of details yet to be ar- 
r.zi^ed after the return of Secretary 
TUft to Washington. 

Half past 2 o'clock in the afternoon is 
the hour set for the unveiling. 

The statue arrived In Baltimore sev¬ 
eral days ago.

REVISES CHICAGO PLAY. 


Name of Japanese Minister Removed 
From the List of Char¬ 
acters. 


Chicago. Oct. 11—“Fatama,” a play 
running at *‘ne of the lqeal theaters, has 
been revised by the State Department 
aJ Washington. The name of Yogoro 
Takahlra, the Japanese Minister at 
Washington, appeared In the list of 
characters and recently some Japanese 
students who witnessed the play filed’a 
protest with the State Department. 
The manager of the theater to-day re¬ 
ceived a note from Assistant Secretary 
of Stat* Adee in regard to the matter. 
The tone of the note was diplomatic 
and courteous, but the suggestion was 
emphatic that the name of the Jap¬ 
anese Minister should be removed from 
the ea*t. The manager of the theater 
was impressed, and to-night another 
name was substituted. 


Japanese Gunboat Heiyen Goes Down 
With Crew. 

Toklo. Oct 11. 3 p. m.—The Japan¬ 
ese gun-boat Heiyen struck a mine In 
Pigeon Bay. west of Port Arthur Sep¬ 
tember 18 and sank. Only four of her 
crew* were rescued. 

The loss of the Heiyen was announced 
to-day and permission was granted by 
the authorities to publish the details 
of the disaster. 

The Heiyen struck a mine off Pigeon 
bay on the night of September 18 and 
foundered. Nearly 300 persons, her en¬ 
tire complement, were drowned. 

Two petty officers and two sailors 
managed to reach Chlaopai Island, from 
which they w*ere rescued. 

The Heiyen. w*hich was engaged on 
guard duty off Pigeon bay. w*as missed 
by the fleet and a search for the vessel 
was Immediately begun. 

The petty officers and sailors found 
on Chlaopai Island reported that at 
dusk on September 18 a storm came up, 
accompanied by high seas. The Heiyen 
endeavored to return to her base, when 
she suddenly struck a floating mine 
which exploded under her starboard 
side amidships. The vessel began to 
sink ohd an atrtempt was made to lower 
the boats. The boats were swamped 
and the crew Jumped Into the *ea, 
where, owing to the heavy combers, 
‘fcfiey were quickly drowned. 

The Japanese fleet carefully searched 
the patrol locality, but failed to find 
any other survivor®. 

An official announcement of the dis¬ 
aster Issued to-day says: “It is high¬ 
ly regrettable that no report In any 
form has been received of the fate of 
the other survivors. The sad event w*a fl 
made worse on account of the w*eather. 
which must have added ^really to the 
awful resmlt caused by the explosion of 
the mine.” 

The Helyen's complement Kvas three 
hundred officers and men. Eleven of 
the crew had previously been detached 
for special duty. 


PLANS OF BOTH ARMIES. 


Attention Bestowed Upon the Coun¬ 
try East of the Railway. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 12, 2:10 a. rn.— 
Severe fighting north of Yental result¬ 
ing In a temporary check of Gen Kuro- 
patkin’s advance guard, pf which the 
Associated Prcs*% correspondent at 
Mukden telegraphed the first news, is 
not regarded at the War Office a* In¬ 
dicating a general engagement. The 
latest official dispatches indicating the 
disposition of the various corps show 
that the whole army Is not yet in line 
of battle. 

The present engagement may there¬ 
fore be regarded as tne result of a 
counter attack which an enterprising 
foe like the Japanese might be expected 
to make, but without any calculation 
to prevent the Russian advance. ,Gen. 
Kuropatkln’s present superiority In 
numbers. It is held here, is bound soon¬ 
er cr later to compel the Japanese to 
fall back upon their strong i>o*itlons 
within the triangle formed by Yental. 
Liao Yang arid Sykwantun. Every-1 
thing points to that district a* being 
the prospective scene of the decisive 
riruggi® of this year'* campaign. Sira-1 
tegic reason* of the most weighty char- I 
acter render It imperative for the Hus- I 
sians, as well as for the Japanese, to | 
bestow their chief attention upon the! 
country east of the railway, The Rus¬ 
sians are compelled to this course be¬ 
cause the railroad runs northeastward,, 
and hence, lines of communication are ! 
more vulnerable from the east. The • 
Japanese are influenced by a *ln*iljr| 
consideration, but the railroad no long- 1 
er plays a foremost part In their plans.! 
In view of the approaching close o? 
navigation at Ylnkow, and of th* f? 
that the line from Pitaewo Is i> ig and 
cumbersome, and liable to Interruption, 
they must consider Feng Wang f'heng 
and Takushan as the sourer of sup¬ 
plies during tht winter, and with this 
In view the eastern communications of 
Liao Yang are <*f the utmost impor¬ 
tance. The Yental triangle is admir¬ 


ably situated to protect them. Field 
Marshal Oyama must therefore hold 
thl* triangle at all costs. 

The problem confronting Gen. Kuro- 
patkin in the Immediate future is the 
capture of the fortified heights com¬ 
posing this triangle u'here the Japanese 
will have the advantage of fighting 
behind breastwork*, and utilizing their 
superiority In mountain guns. The 
general superiority of the Japanese In 
mountain operation* Is conceded The 
Russian commander undoubtedly 1* 
aware of the difficulties of the task be¬ 
fore him, has measured them w*ell, and 
Ip confident of hi* ability to overcome 
them. 

If Gen. Kuropatkin possessed an ar¬ 
my of half a million men. he ooukJ 
leave a sufficient force to attack the 
triangle while he moved with the re¬ 
mainder around the eastern and west¬ 
ern flank*. This Is considered In the 
best-Informed circle* at the War Office 
to be impracticable with the numbers 
now composing Gen. Kuropatkin’* 
army, and a frontal advance Is the 
only alternative. Operation*, however, 
are likely to be marked by feint* on 
the right nnd left. The Japanese 
probably will make similar movements 
until both armies become Involved In 
a death struggle. 

LITTLE HOPE OF MEDIATION. 


The Anti-War Party In Russia Not 
In the Ascendancy. 

London, Oat. 11.—Hopes of mediation 
are dwindling. At>out six weeks ago 
diplomatic circle* here were stirred by 
the report that the original antl-wur 
party In Russia was In the ascendancy*. 
Since then active, though quite unoffi¬ 
cial exchanges of opinion as to the pos¬ 
sibility of ending tli* war, have been 
progressing between various embassies 
at the British capital. ‘ This ephemeral 
step toward* peace h is now come to a 
natural death, as, rightly or wrongly, 
confidential advices from St. ePters- 
burg to diplomatic source* here say 
thaJt those who originally advocated 
war with Japan are again taking the 
leading part in the Ejn.pe or's council*. 

The Associated Press dispatch from 
St. Petersburg on Octcber 10 rav* that 
the relation* betw*e°n the Russian for¬ 
eign office and the almlralty. in conse¬ 
quence cf the concessions by the former 
on the subject of contraband, had 
reached such an acute stage that Count 
Lamsdorff liuemd»od »to tender to the 
Emperor hi* resignation «f the foreign 
ministry, has been confirmed by confi¬ 
dential dispatches to *,rrore 4han one 
embassy here, and haa effectually put a 
stop to even any talk of mediation. 

Series of Battles Looked For. 

St. Petersburg, Oct. 11, 5:11 p. m.— 
There I* no confirmation of the Jnp- 
ane-se evacuation of the Yental mines, 
but the report Is credited at the War 
Office. 

Field Marshal Oyama's front has been 
rapidly narrowing during the Ust few 
days, under the pressure of the Rus¬ 
sian advance, and now does not exceed 
twenty mile®, extending from the Yen 
tal mines westward beyond the rail¬ 
road. When the Japanese concentration 
1* effected a counter-attack Is likely to 
bv the signal for a scries of battle*. 
If the Russians are victorious, the ulti¬ 
mate issue Is expected to be decided 
w ithin the mountainous triangle formed 
by the Yental mines. Liao Yang and 
Sykwantun, w*hieh constitute the forti¬ 
fied Japanese positions. 

A flood of telegrams is being sent to 
Kuropatkin from all parts of Russia, 
congratulating him on the assumption 
of the offensive. 


Prince Charles Goes To Front. 

Toklo, Oct. U. 7 p. m.—Prince Charles 
Anton Von Hohenzollern, a son of 
Prince Leopold of Nuremburg and a 
Major In the Prussian army, who 1* 
going to the front as a representative 
of Emperor William with the Japanese 
RYmy, sailed to-night on the steamer 
Shin Bashl. Distinguished Japanese 
and foreigners here bade the Prince 
farewell. 


Jo Pass Through Danish Watei**. 

Copenhagen. Oct. 11.—The Associated 
Press learns from an excellent source 
that the Russian Baltic fleet will leave 
Libau October 14 and pass through 
Danish waters October 16. High Rus¬ 
sian naval officer* have arrived here, 
and will Investigate the Danish waters 
before the passage of the fleet. 

Baltic Fleet Sails. 

Reval. Russia, Oct. 11.—The Baltic 
fleet weighed anchor early this morn¬ 
ing and sailed for Libau, one torpedo 
boat destroyer remaining behind be¬ 
cause of a broken rudder.

ble* of the country. 

Lord Mdlner had twice previously re¬ 
signed, but was Induced to reconsider 
his action, which now* is irrevocable.

If one would go 
back and dig out of the press some of 
these predictions what an interesting 

batch of reading it would make.

Following Chandler’s Advice. 


It was Chandler, in 1876. who gave 
out the word all along the line to 
"claim everything.” and since then that 
watchword ha* been generally em¬ 
ployed. When Chandler claimed every¬ 
thing the Republicans were beaten and 
they knew 1L But the managers of a 
political campaign cannot very well be 
censured for claiming everything In 
sight, nor no more can a newspaper 
correspondent of a partisan paper. 

He w*ould in truth be a strange sort 
of political manager who would stand 
up before the votes were counted and 
admit in so many words that the elec¬ 
tion was lost. We expect the Republic¬ 
ans to receive news fr<>m the Gulf 
State®, a® Mr.i Dooley said, ”so encour¬ 
aging as to be almost incredible or 
quite so.” A prophesy of victory Is 
always regarded as moat effective when 
It Is most specific. When a man of re¬ 
puted sagacity gives hts name to an ex¬ 
act numerical forecast of results It al- 
mopt compels conviction. Yet even such 
careful and conscientious anticipation* 
sometime* go wr^ng. 

Nor can a newspaper correspondent 
afford to admit defeat even if he is 
convinced by his observations.that such 
defeat is inevitable. He has to play the 
encouraging claim strong to the end, 
otherw'lse he will be denounced a* giv¬ 
ing aid and comfort to the enemy If not 
selling out to the other. If the result 
prove® that the predictions of the corre¬ 
spondent were verified he I* highly 
praised for his sagacity and foresight, 
but if on the contrary, he is roundly 
abused even by hi® friend® especially 
that clas9 who have foolishly lost their 
money on the election. So ll i® now. 
and so it has ever been with corre¬ 
spondents of partisan newspapers.

The Situation. 


The situation to-day, four weeks be¬ 
fore the election, is simply thl*: The 
Republicans are confident of sweeping 
the country, and, the Democrats, know¬ 
ing what a fight they have before them 
and the tremendou® odd* against them 
In trupt money and Federal officehold¬ 
ers, are hopeful, but doubtfuL This U 
the best that can be said. But let us 
glance back tw*elve year a and see the 
Republican confidence then and the Re¬ 
publican prophecies. 

Then, as now, the note of absolute 
conviction could be heard from every 
oracle. Senator Hiscock started on a 
Western trip at about this season, and 
to an Interviewer at Chicago remarked 
that “New York will give Harrison 
about the same plurality that he had in 
1588.” Herrlson’s plurality was 14.000. 
Two months after the prediction the 
Slate gave Cleveland 48.000 plurality. 
Two weeks before election the optim¬ 
ism of the party carried the National 
Executive /Committee to the point of 
sending out a semi-official telegram 
claiming New Y^ork by 20,000. Thi® wa* 
signed by such astute politicians aa 
Chairman Carter and Messrs. McCo- 
mas and Bliss. In other States the Re¬ 
publican confidence displayed itself 
even more strikingly. Ex-Governor, 
now Senator, Forqker declared In 'mid 
October that there wa* no trouble about 
carrying Indiana. State Chairman 
Gow’dy, after a ’’careful analysis,” de¬ 
clared “Indiana I® safely Republican. In 
my opinion, by 5.000 to 10,000 majority.” 
A few weeks later after a “poll” he 
raised Ids estimate to from ”10,000 to 
20.000.** The State, of course, went 
Democratic by 7,000.

Pome of 
these have attempted systematic poll* 
of their territory, some have not, but 
all are eager to make the best possible 
1 showing for themselves. Even a poll 
conscientiously taken records but few. 
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of the Independents whose shift from 
one stde to the other Is one of the 
chief forces In determining elections. 
Taking the most mercenary view, there 
Is always the other fellow to be con¬ 
sidered and the difficulty of making 
men "stay bought."

“Raising of Negro Issue Will Not 
Benefit the Democrats,” Says

Washington, Oct. 11.—[Special.]—The 
President gave practically VU1 of his 
time this morning t6 three negro callers 
who went fb the White House to assure 
him that the negro vote would be cast 
solidly for him four weeks from to- 
cuy.

The tHree star callers to-day were 
Karry S. Cummings, who seconded the 
1 resident’s nomination at Chicago; Er¬ 
nest Lyon. Minister to Liberia, and 
Hiram Watty, of Baltimore. It was 
announced at the White House that the 
J resident had never before been Intro¬ 
duced to Cummings; that Lyon and he 
had already made many speeches for 
Roosevelt In the doubtful States and 
ate now on their way to Delaware to 
take the stump. Cummings said con¬ 
cerning his long trip through different 
States. "I found the negro solid for the 
Republican ticket and intent upon cast¬ 
ing his ballot on election day. His vote 
will do much to decide the result of 
election day."

Huntsville, Ala.. Oct. 11.—Judge 
Thomas G. Jones In opening United 
States Court here to-day delivered b 
vigorous and sensational charge to the 
grand Jury with regard to the recent 
lynching of Horace Maples, colored, and 
the firing by the mob of the Jail In 
which were confined Federal prisoners. 
Judge Jones said In part: 

"If you are fairly satisfied that the 
mob would not have murdered Maples 
If he had been a white man, then ev¬ 
ery dictate of humanity and Justice de¬ 
mands that you return true Mils 
against the member* of the mob." 

The grind Jury was Instructed to 
probe to the bottom the action of the 
mob in firing the Jail which held In 
custody persons accused of crimes 
against the United Ctates. The Judge 
Also fully explained what constitutes a 
corwpiracy and directed that that phA^e 
ofJhe lynching be Investigated. In con T 
elusion he declared; 

"A conviction or acquittal in the 
courts of Alabama for what these par¬ 
ties did Is no bar to prosecution under 
the law's of the United States. The 
United States owed a duty of protec¬ 
tion to Its citizen, which was the most 
Imperative, since It had rendered him 
helpless to resist the efforts of the inob 
or save hlmaelf from the flame. It 
would be a grave reproach to Its Jus¬ 
tice If such an offense went unnoticed 
and uncondemned."

Effort To Prevent the Remnrriage of 
Any Persons Who Have Been 
Divorced.

Boston, Oct. 11.—A proposed change 
In the canons of the Episcopal Church, 
whereby clergymen nre forbidden to 
remarry any person who haj» been di¬ 
vorced. was discussed for two hours 
by the House of* Deputies at to-day’s 
session of the Episcopal general coiv 
ventlon. The House of Deputies was 
sitting as a committee of the whole, and 
the consideration of the subject, re¬ 
garded as one of thesnom Important to 
ermie before the present convention, 
will be taken up from time to time until 
the matter ladlnally disposed of. 

The present canon on marriage per¬ 
mit* the remarriage of the Innocent 
person In a divorce Pult wherein infidel¬ 
ity Is alleged. For come time there 
ha* been a strong sentiment In the 
church that th4 clergy should not re¬ 
marry even the'Innocent person. 

The Committee on Canons, of which 
the Rev. Dr. F. P. Davenport, of Mem¬ 
phis, Tenn., is chairman, presented an 
amendment to the present canon, for¬ 
bidding remarriage of any persons who 
have been divorced. 

A minority report permitting the 
present canon to remain as It Is with 
the exception of an added provision for 
the presentation of court evidence when 
an applicant for remarriage appears be¬ 
fore a clergyman, was submitted by the 
Rev. Dr. J. Lewis Parks, of New York, 
and others.

Ore., spoke In be¬ 
half of the minority report, while the 
majority report was advocated bv the 
Rev. John Williams, of Omaha, Neb.;

ice for trial He recommend* the pos- 
sesfllon of a soldier’s deposit book by 
any person as security for a loan to the 
soldier during the period of his service 
shall work a forfeiture of such deposits. 

An Increase In the allowance for com¬ 
mutation for quarters of officer* Is rec¬ 
ommended. "A Major General’s com¬ 
mutation allowance of $72," says the 
Paymaster General, "would not pa>' the 
rent of a modern flat In any large city, 
and a conveniently located and suitable 
house would be entirely out of the 
question. There Is no possibility that 
officer of any grade with a family 
dafi rent a suitable house In such places 
as New York, Washington. Chicago or 
San ^randsco for the amount of his 
commutation." 

Legislation Is recommended Increas¬ 
ing the allowance to expert riflemen, 
sharpshooters and mark«men at the 
rate respectively of $3. S2 and $1 per 
month during each year they qualify.

New York, Oct. 11.—At the trial of 
Philip Weinselmer, former president of 
the Building Trades Alliance, who is 
charged with the extortion of $2,700 
from George Esslg, a contractor, George 
F. Johnson, of the firm of Johnson. 
Kahn & Co., the contractors who erect¬ 
ed the Chatsworth Hotel In Riverside 
Drive, told In detail of an alleged at¬ 
tempt by Weinselmer to obtain from 
him $2,000 In the Chatsworth contracts, 
of his refusal to pay the amount and 
the subsequent strike on the plumbing 
contract. 

Mr. Johnson said that in November, 
1903, he met Welrusetmer. Weinselmer, 
he said, announced that a strike was 
to be called. 

"You are making some money on the 
Job—about $10,000—and you ought to 
give up $2,500. Weinselmer said," con¬ 
tinued the witness. **I said we could 
not do that, but after the Job was com¬ 
pleted. If the work bad not been In¬ 
terrupted. our firm might make him a 
present of $500." He laughed and said: 
"Why that Is not cigar money for my 
friends."

New York. Oct. 11.—Acting under 
Instructions from the Coroner the po¬ 
lice have taken into custody Rudolph 
Fritsohe, who keeps a little saloon at 
<23 Tenth avenue. Frlti-che Is charged 
only with being a suspicious person, 
but the police say, that In his saloon, It 
Is suspected, whisky was sold which 
contained poison, and that this whisky 
is responsible for the many deaths that 
have occurred in the neighborhood re¬ 
cently. 

Fritsohe only recently bought the 
place, which Is of the variety generally 
described as a “barrel house." Whisky 
is sold there in large quantities and at 
a low* price. The leading brand was 
drawn from barrel** upon application 
of a purchaser. People in the neigh¬ 
borhood carried their flasks to the sa¬ 
loon and had them filled. 

Investigation of the numerous deaths 
in the neighborhood during the past 
weeks showed that nearly all those who 
had died suddenly were customers of 
| the barrel house. 

Fritsohe. after being taken to the 
station house, vpas quickly admitted to 
ball. He returned to the saloon, but 
the police followed, closely questioned 
the proprietor and closed the doora 

Twenty-five persons living in the 
neighborhood, all of them of middle 
age, have died within the past two 
weeks. The symptoms were In the 
main identical. They w f ere character¬ 
ized by the attending physicians In all 
eases as those of alcoholism. In the 
post twenty-four hours one de&th, that 
of Robert £mlth, hap been reported, 
while the following awaited burial: 

Michael McAullffe, aged forty-five; 
died Saturday. 

Charles McLeavey, aged firty; died 
Sundays. 

William Drain, ogod thirty; died Fri¬ 
day*.

Coroner Scholar said to-day that an 
examination of the contents of the 
stomachs of two of the persons w*ho 
died suddenly under mysterious condi¬ 
tions disclosed traces of wood alcohol.

Breathitt county, with the woman 
and she left him and removed to Win¬ 
chester to the home of Alice Bean, also 
colored. Hathaway followed her there 
and tried to Induce her to return with 
him to Jackson and renew their old re¬ 
lations. Upon her refusal to do so he 
drew* a revolver and shot her, producing 
Instant death. The Jury disagreed upon 
the first trial of the care, but upon a 
second trial it was but nine minutetf 
finding him guilty and fixing the death 
penalty.

The Deadly Record. 

According to panegyrists, such as 
John Hay. Ellbu Root and William H. 
Taft—all recipients of * the President's 
bounty—who are engaged along with 
spoilsmen, such na Oortelyoil. Odell 
and Knox, the successor of Quay, not 
to mention Lou Payn and Addicks, 
In a conspiracy to retain Theodore 
Roosevelt In office, there has never been 
an Inmate of the White House quite 
so limpid of mind, so pure of heart 
and so free of guile as Its present oc¬ 
cupant. 

Mr. Roosevelt, himself, is of the same 
opinion. Of all the Presidents—“bar 
none”—he Is, In his particular con¬ 
ceit, the wisest, the most upright, 
the greatest Dismissing Washington 
with a kind of disdain, he accepts Lln- 
ooln on sufferance; but, of his Immedi¬ 
ate tenure of the Chief Magistracy, he 
frankly declares that “never has the 
administration of the Government been 
on a higher or cleaner level; never has 
the public work of the nation been 
more honestly and efficiently done." 

In order that there may be no mis¬ 
take about his estimation of his own’ 
transcendant merit, let us take up the 
story of his predecessors na he has told 
it. In most of his books, but more es¬ 
pecially in hia “lives’* of Gouvemeur 
Morris and Thomas Hart Benton, he 
lias dealt with the earlier statesmen 
only to find them wanting in the qual¬ 
ities which he himself so largely and 
so luminously exemplifies. He criticises 
Washington for “his rank Injustice,’ 
depreciates him as a General, and ac¬ 
cuses him of a lade both of firmness 
and vigor. His iow estimate of Jeffer¬ 
son Is expreseed In undisguised hostility 
and contempt. The Author of the 
Declaration of Independence, he tells 
us, was “the most incapable executive 
that ever filled the executive chair/* 
He declares that the war of 1812 “was 
attended by incidents of shame and 
disgrace to Amerlaa, for which Jeffer¬ 
son and Madison and their political 
friends an/1 supporters among the poli¬ 
ticians and the people have never re¬ 
ceived a sufficiently severe condemna¬ 
tion." He accuses Jeffen^jt of being 
engaged in tortuobs intrigues against 
Washington*’ and of “-thwarting his 
wishes, so far as he dared." He says 
that 'Washington grew to distrust 
Madison as he long before had dis¬ 
trusted Jefferson, and had come into 
constantly closer 1 relations with their 
enemies.” He even urges that Jefferson 
does not deserve any credit for the Lju- 
isiana Purchase. In his address at St. 
Louis, dedicating the present Ex¬ 
position. that Is. In May. 1D03, h* had 
not a single complimentary word to 
*ay of Jefferson. He Intimates that 
Gouverneur % Morris “despised Jef¬ 
ferson as a tricky and incapa¬ 
ble theorist** arid as “a man who, be¬ 
lieved in the wisdom of mobs and mod¬ 
eration of the Jacobins and who found 
himself In the wretched/ plight of being 
forced to turn out good officers to make 
room for the unworthy.” He insists that 
Jefferson’s Influence was “on the whole, 
distinctly evil,” and that he was “the 
father of nullification and therefore of 


dent McKinley’s alms and obligations,** 00 . saying:

Then he takes up Madison. Of the 
Father of the Constitution, he says 
that “excepting Jefferson, we have 
never produced an- executive more 
helpless than Madison,” and “he 
was a ridiculously incompetent lead¬ 
er for a war with Great Britain.” 
That war. be tells us, was forced by the 
“fiery young Democrats of the South 
and West, who were, for all their blus¬ 
ter, but one shade less Incompetent 
than their nominal chief.*'

CREW BLAMED 


FOR WRECK WHICH CAUSED 
TWENTY-NINE DEATHS.

Warrensburg,' Mo., Oct. It.—The crew 
of the extra freight train which col¬ 
lided with the Missouri Pacific World’s 
Fair train yesterday, resulting in the 
death of twenty-nine persons, is held 
responsible for the disaster by the Cor¬ 
oner’s Jury, which returned a verdict 
to-night. The verdict charges the crew 
with disobeying orders and with being 
asleep at their post of duty No recom¬ 
mendation was made as to the prosecu¬ 
tion of the train crew. 

The examination of W. W. McVey, 
night operator at Montzezrat. brought 
out the fact that the train dispatcher 
at Sedalia ordered out wrecking crews, 
section men and doctors before the two 
trains came together. 

Oounty Prosecuting Attorney Morrow 
told after the inquest that he would 
immediately bfcgin the prosecution of 
the persons charged with the responsi¬ 
bility of the wreck by the Coroner’s 
Jury. _

Mr. Roosevelt ha* written a great many 
books, ami this long before the dreams 
of becoming President had ffifted through 
hia brain, in ISSi a Boston firm publish¬ 
ed hi* life of Benton. Into which Mr. 
Roosevelt seems to have pressed a lnrge 
part of that reckless criticism and unrea- 
soomblo egotism which have marked a 
majority of hi* writings. 

At this particular Juncture 1 shall deal 
tUth only two questions from this re¬ 
markable volume. It will be remembered 
by this intelligent audience that It has 
ever been tho boast of Mr. Roosevelt that 
h!* mother was a Southern woman, and 
that through his vctrui flowed tho blood 
of the highest culture and refinement of 
tho South. 

A few days since it wus eharg<.*d that 
Mr. Roosevelt h-id sold In some of his 
writings that there w«l* a etreak of bru¬ 
tal barbarism running through the South¬ 
ern character. Somethnes imt^rvloua to at¬ 
tack. ibis allegation sevuns to have arouse 1 
him. nnd through his chosen agency he 
announced that the statement that he 
had ever made any such dockiration was 
fr.lsr In the highest degree. His friends 
and supporters rushed to his rescue and 
declared that such a statement was the 
outgrowth or Democratic hatred; Hint It 
w.ts absolutely false and been prompted 
by the malignity of his enemies. 

The trouble with Mr. Rooaevelt Is that 
he never remdmbcrs what he has taught, 
nnd certainly does not remember his own 
books. I rend you from hi* life of Ben¬ 
ton, published in 1S87, and on page 101, 
ns tho opening of the second paragraph. 
Is found this sentence: “Slavery was 
chiefly responsible for the coarse and bru¬ 
tal bnrbarinm which ran through the 
Southern character and which marked 
the ferocious outcry instantly raised by 
the whole press against the abolition¬ 
ists." 

Mr. Roosevelt, himself, had no very 
good opinion of the negro. He him¬ 
self said in the “American Ideals'* that 
a perfectly stupid race could never rl*e 
to a very nigh plane. “The negro, for in¬ 
stance, "ha-* been kepi down a« much by 
luck of Intellectual development «» % by 
anything else.” Nor did he deal less le¬ 
niently with the abolitionist, for he toys 
in this book which I hold In my hand, 
“Life of Benton,”''pages l&S-lf-O: “The 

cause of tho nbolltlonfets ha* had such a 
halo shed around it by the after course 
of events, which they, themselves, did 
very littlo to shape, tlutt it has been usual 
to spf.-ik of tlivm with ubeurdly exag¬ 
gerated praise.” 

With Mr Roosevelt's recklessness of 
statement. w< mUht condone this as¬ 
sault upon the people from whom his 
mother sprang. A man might even say 
about h!s mother, and her people, that 
there was a streak of coarse and brutal 
barbarism which ran through their char¬ 
acter; but there !§ one thing for which 
Southern people can not well forgive Mr. 
Roosevelt. 

In dealing with this particular Instance 
which I propone now to discus*. It will 
be borne in mind that Mr Roosevelt was 
born In 185S. and at the time of writing 
this life of Mr Benton he was thirty 
years of age, and that Jefferson Davis, 
whose motives he sought to impugn nnd 
his good rtamo to so outrageously assail, 
was ‘born In 18 (j&, and was nt this particu¬ 
lar period In the e.ghtleth year of his 
age. In Mr. ftoogevi it** “Life of Ben¬ 
ton,” at toe bottom of page 210 and the 
top of page 220 l* the fo.lowing sentence: 
"It is a painful ami shameful page In our 
history, and every men •connected with 
the repudiation of th<^ fttate’s debt*,' 
ought, If n-naembered <tt •»!, to be re¬ 
membered on!y with scorn nnd contempt 
However, lime hip* gmduwGy shrouded 
from our slrht the namee of the leaders 
In the repudiation and the nfcoses of the 
victims tvhom they swindled. Two nJone. 
one in each class, will always be kept 
In mind. Before Jcffersof) Davis took his 
place among the arch-traitV*r* In our an¬ 
nals. h»- had already long been known ns 
one of the chief rcpudlntura; It was not 
unnatural that: to dishonesty toward* the 
creditors of toe public he should after¬ 
wards add treachery towards the public 
Itself.” 

Through some magazine article it Is 
said that Mr. Davis received notice of 
thin aKsnutt on his reputation. On the 
15th of Beptetnl»er the U'xlngffin Heru.d 
editorially colled attention to n publica¬ 
tion in the Brooklyrt Eagle, in which it 
was stated that Mr. Davim called the at¬ 
tention of the author of the “Ufe of 
Rrinton” to this charge and offered record 
proof aylt’.g that It wms untrue and that 
exact*? the ofqioslte wns true. Where¬ 
upon. Mr. Roosevelt published n rnngas-ne 
article changing Mr. Davis witb repud’at- 
Ing all his private and personal obliga¬ 
tions. nnd substituting for the charge of 
public misconduct, personal dishonesty 
Mr. Dav's then, with unabating co-urtesy, 
offered proof to Mr. Rooseveit that the 
second statement was not founded on 
fact Whereupon Mr. Roosevelt replied, 

In substance, in a curt card, saying 
“Thedore Roosevelt desires to have, no 
communications wdth Jefferson J>*vls.“ 
Nor have those slanderous statements 
concerning Mr Davis ever been with 
drawn by Mr. Roosevelt. 

Whatever may be told of Jefferson I>a. 
vis politically, his personal life was with 
out stain His Individual Integrity was 
absolutely irreproachable, his courage un 
surpassed. , 

Kite had dealt hardly wiib Jefferson 
Dhv.p. Eleven years before Theodore 
Roosevelt was born, on the heights of 
Buena Vista, by hi* Intrepidity and coua\ 
age Ik* hnd won tlie gratitude of hi* 
country. Even hi* enemies conceded that 
at a critical moment, in that strugg.c 
where Gen. Taylor with 6,000 Americans 
wus combatting 20.000 (Mexicans, wh**n he 
had eiakcd ail • on a single content, 
Mr Davis by hi* brilliant and superb 
daring had been hirge’.y Instrumental In 
swing the rt.*y. and Mu re by saving G-sh, 
Taylor’* army. 'When wounded and bleed¬ 
ing copiously, he maintained his position 
In hta raddle nnd refused to leave the 
fluid until victory had crowned ibe Amer 
lean arm?. _ , . . ... 

As Secretary of War of tho United 
Slate* he had introduced some of the 
most important change*, and effected 
sumo of the most valuable Improvement* 
known In the history of the army of 
th»* United States. He hud been the ex¬ 
ecutive head of the Confederate States 
of America, and he was loved and Ign¬ 
ored and revered by fifteen millions of 
men nnd W'»m<*n in the Southern 8toUs, 
who felt that he had been chosen a* ft 
inditlcal sacrifice for thrir cause and 
their country. ir*s fortune hod been 
swept a wny, he had been deprived of his 
rights a* a citizen living In a free repub¬

With ar¬ 
tistic discretion ho hopes to suggest ail 
that it now heai>Vt upon the stage to 
the subordination of actlnk- It will b* 
a treatment of scenic art wnich will sug¬ 
gest and In a degree actualize but the 
vulgar sense of toe co*t ami toe vulgar 
adjectives of quantity will not obtrude 
up->n the beholder'* Imagination. 

Production In the sense of pictorial 
elaboration ha* my Incumbered the stage 
that It is vooiunmicailiy Impossible for an 
artist to make more than cxn« production 
ft year, thus stunting the play of hi* imag¬ 
ination and the breadth of his career. 
All this excessive upholstery, actualizing 
of k>eale by means of ponderous car pen- 
try, and Bubetltutlng the multi pi lcatloiy 
table for attainment In many cases bear* 
no more relation to art than the vulgar 
ostentatious palace* of the nouveaux 
riche* bear fo the comfort and sentiment 
of the nearly extinguished institution of 
home. 

There is a reaction against excessive 
production. What the public yearn for 1* 
great Acting and versatile artists, instead 
of accidents! specialist*. Mansfield 1* un¬ 
doubtedly capable of directing this move¬ 
ment by hds example, and hi* Initiative 
l* a* creditable to him as it Is hopeful 
for toe stage.

The World said yesterday In com¬ 
menting on Mr. Cortelyou’* dual and 
dubious service to the National Admini 

tstratlon: 

And there is only one way In whloh Mr. 
Cortelvou can retrieve hi* own reputa¬ 
tion. That is to resign, without an hour's 
delay, n chairmanship a thouitand times 
more disgraceful than Odell’s. 

Fate has made It possible for Mr. 
Cortelyou to retire gracefully and im¬ 
mediately. Henry C. Payne Is dead. 
Mr, Cortelyou Is to succeed him in tho 
office of Postmaster General. But It is 
stated In the dls patches from Wash¬ 
ington that the appointment will not be 
made until after election. 

Why this delay, Mf. President? As¬ 
suming Mr. Corteiyou’s fitness for tho 
office of Postmaster General, why not 
take Immediate advantage of this prov¬ 
idential assistance and appoint him 
now, and thus relieve the Administra¬ 
tion of a scandal that grow£ dally in 
gravity? 

It wae* bad enough when a Secretary 
of Commerce who had learned from 
"dltlgent investigation’’ the secrets of 
the great corporations was made chair¬ 
man of the National Committee to 
squeeze campaign taxes from the cor¬ 
porations. It was bad enc ugh when an 
indefinitely prospective Postmaster 
General was selected to collect cam¬ 
paign tribute from the railroad corpora¬ 
tions having Intimate business relations 
with that department. But now that 
the vacancy in the Cabinet actually 
exists, the scandal of Mr. Cortelyou’a 
continuance a* chairman of the Na¬ 
tional Committee smells to heaven. 

The former Impropriety seems slight 
In comparison with that which follow's 
the death of Mr. Payne. 

Fdr the honor of the presidency and 
for his personal honor, can Mr. Roose¬ 
velt afford to keep Mr. Cortelyou at the 
head of hts Campaign Committee? Can 
he afford to allow' the man wtoo is to 
become P«>stmftster General in a few 
short weeks to collect campaign funds 
from the great railroad corporations 
that reap an excessive profit from th*» 
existing system of weighing the United 
States malls?. Can he afford to let his 
very’ Administration itself play this 
part of a tribute-taker? 

Surely Mr. Roosevelt must see the 
Indelicacy of It. the impropriety of It, 
the scandal of It. Even hts ambition 
add his stubbornness ought not to blind 
him to the actual facts of the case.

A French Stock-Gambling Job. 

First—-The DeL*ss*ps Canal Com- 
pany called tjie Old Company, had 
.railed and had gone ln*o the French 
courts, asking for the appointment of 
receivers, which wa* done. 

Second—It had expended $260,000,000 
t>f the money of the French people and 
Lad an Interest-hearing stock and bond 
debt In excess of two billion francs, 
•or, about $400,000,000. which remains 
almost a dead loss to the French peo¬ 
ple. most largely of the poorer classes. 

Third—The courts, through the re¬ 
ceiver*. caused surveys and estimates 
to be made for a canal with looks, to 
take the place of the projected sea- 
leA'el canal. The plan was accordingly 
changed, a canal with locks having 
been adopted by the engineers. 

Foprth—The Government of France 
came to the rescue of the courts and 
authorised a lottery bond scheme to aid 
the receivers. Tills act violated an ex¬ 
press understanding between the United 
States and France. 

Fifth—The assets 'of the Old Company 
consisted of the proceeds of these lot¬ 
tery bonds—a small sum. a canal ditch 
from Colon to Bohlo. eighteen miles, 
and five miles from Mira Flores to the 
Day of Panama, and a cut In Culebra 
mountain—In all l**sa than two-fifths 
«>f the work remaining to be done, on 
the lock caxiAl plan, about 16 per cent, 
of which Is useful. If Mr. John F. Wal¬ 
lace, Chief Engineer. Is correct In the 
statement attributed to him; an Im¬ 
mense Amount of machinery, not worth 
20 per cent, of lts % co*t, and the larger 
part entirely useless. 

At a cost of $18,000,000 the Old Com¬ 
pany became the owner of About 90 per 
cent, of the stock of the Panama Canal 
Company, a New York convocation. 

With these assets in hand, the French 
court created a new company to take 
over the property of the Qld Company, 
freed from Us debts, and to complete 
the canal on the new plan. We are 
pupposed to be Irresponsible for accept¬ 
ing the fruits of these wholesale rob¬ 
beries. 

Sixth—The agitation sin France on 
the failure of the Old Company wa* so 
extreme that It caused the resignation 
of the 'French Cabinet. 

The courts were thronged with civil 
ond criminal prosecutions for alleged 
robberies of the Old Ormrpany. Among 
those who were tried and convicted of 
felonies were Ferdinand DoLesseps and 
his son. The father diled Hbofore sen¬ 
tence. and the son served a long terrfl 
in the penitentiary. They were both 
vicarious sufferers for the crime of 
others, some of whom have been most 
active In our recent dealings with the 
New Company, such as Mr. Eiffel, 
and were convicted and par¬ 
doned for their offenses, on the condi¬ 
tion that they would organise the New 
Company and complete the canal, as a 
canal with locks. 

In the meantime, the right of Colom¬ 
bia to forfeit the concession to the Old 
Company was *i>c*ut t<> become com¬ 
plete, and. to avoid this, the receivers 
obtained an extension of the grant un¬ 
til 1893, on the payment of $2,000,000 to 
Colombia. 

Seventh—The New Company was or¬ 
ganized, under the decree of the French 
court, with n capita! eiock of 65,000.000 
franca ($13,000,000) to complete a canal 
that had already cort $260,000,000. 

The New Company entered Into pn 
agreement to complete the canal yrlth- 
Jn the period prescribed la the conces- 
Hon from Ootombl i—the Wyse conces¬ 
sion—as extended by *the agreement i 
with Colombia, and. in consideration 
thereof, all the assets of the ‘Old 
Company, including the stock of the 
Panama railroad, was turned over 
to it. 

In this arrangement 5,000.000 francs of 
the stock of the New Company and 
6.000.000 francs in gold wxs paid to Co¬ 
lombia for a /urther extension of the , 
concession until the 30th of October. 
1904. By this arrangement the right of 
Colombia to assert n forfeiture against^ 
the New Panama Canal Company was 
postponed until that date. 

Eighths—Having thus paralyzed the 
jvnver of Colombia to close out the 
Wyse concession by a proceeding for 
forfeiture, the New Panama Cnnnl 
Company proceeded leisurely to realize 
a profit on the Investment thus made 
for the purpose and under the agree¬ 
ment to purchase pardon for their 
crimes and the cancellation of Judg¬ 
ments against them 4n the French 
court*. In their contract with the 
French Court they stipulated to pro¬ 
vide the money to complete the canal, 
and. after all current expenses and 
fixed changes were paid, they agreed 
to divide the net earnings of the cam I 
on the ba«is of 40 per cent to be 
paid to them and 60 per cent to the 
receivers of the Old Company. It was 
further provided that the railroad sto^k 
should be Inalienable in the hamd-s of 
the New Company, and ll| the new cannl 
enterprise should fall for any caus^. 
the railroad stock wa* to remain the 
property of the new convjrftny on the 
payment of $6,000,000 to the receiver of 
the old company. 

Ninth—On the face' of this transa tior 
the new company would realize $13,000,- 
000 In the value of the railroad sock 
purchased originally by the old com¬ 
pany for $18,000,000, what- ver might 
_happen. This Item reimbursed thvse 
~ rtock.h old era fatty and exactly for the 
$13,000,000 fd*o«crJbed to the new com¬ 
pany and gave to do'-ombia $1,000,000 
In the value of the railroad stock for 
the $1,000,000 paid up stock In the New 
Company So that. In any event, they 
* wer * perfectly fortified against the loss 
t>f a dollar by the transaction, they en¬ 
joyed the happlnes of having the 
Judgments against them satisfied, and 
of receiving pardon for their er.mea as 
a part of the deal. 

Tenth—In this secure ih*»K1ou they 
(ha 1 no motive for hone®* effort to com¬ 
plete the canal, ind although they were 
ileh men and able to furriyh the esti¬ 
mated cost of $105,000,000 for the com¬ 
pletion of the canal out of their private 
estates, not a dollar was ever raised 
for the purpose, and no effort was 
made to raise money to comply with 
their agreement. 

Eleventh—This masterly inactivity 
could have but one purpose. It was 
to keep up the appearance of cirnl ex¬ 
cavation at Culebra height* to prevent 
Colombia from forfeiting the txvnces- 
Plon, while they permitted the exca- 
\*ited ditch to fill up, without doing 
anything to protect It. until it is of no 
real benefit In the work of constructing 
•the canal yet to be done. 

Twelfth—The honest people of Colom¬ 
bia, who had already extended the 
Wyse concession for nearly twenty 
years, to enable the French company 
to construct It. demanded that their 
Government should assert Its rights 
against the new Panama Canal Com¬ 
pany and the convicted felons who, in 
largo part, were Its stockholders and 
directors. 

Thirteenth—This demand of the in¬ 
sulted and outraged people of Colombia 
became imperntt\*e and was powerfully 
re-enforced by the fact that the Oregon 
bad made Its great voyage around the 
Horn, and the people of the Unit'd 
States were wrought up to a point, 
soon realized, of demanding the clean 
r ut American policy of the Hepburn 
bill, which twice passed the House of 
Representatives—once by all of the 
Hour* save twenty-six votes. And aijaln 
by all of the House save two votes 

Fourteenth—It was In this sltuahon. 
^hen the Wyse concession only ha:l 
about four y^ars to live under the list 
extension, and the chance of the new 
company to save Its life was to dump 
*he canal on the Unlied States and to 
realize a big speculation. To do thK 
a further exten«1on of the time was 
Indispensable to the New Company, and

Fully s a hundred men and women 
were In range of the revolvers when rhe 
shooting began, but all except one per¬ 
son. who was hit In the arm by a 
bullet which rebounded from the wall, 
escaped without Injury.

New Haven, Conn.. Oct. 1L—Eight of 
the bine union teamsters who were con¬ 
victed In the Superior Court last spring 
dfi the charge of conspiracy In bringing 
about a teamsters’ strike here, were to¬ 
day sentenced to three months each in 
the county Jail. This imposition of sen¬ 
tence ends one of the most notable 
case* brought before the Connecticut 
courts growing out of a labor strike.

HARRY BURNETT IS INDICTED. 


The wheelB of the Federal Court were 
put in full operation for the fall term 
yesterday when the grand Jury was 
impaneled and charged, it retired to 
consider cases brought before it. and 
the petit Jury was sworn in and the 
trial of criminal cases begun. 

In bis Instructions to the grand Jury 
Judge Evans Informed the panel that 
there was one offense concerning which 
he would not speak at present, but 
that It might be his duty to adjourn 
the Jury temporarily after they have 
finished their work and recall them at 
a later date to Investigate offenses now 
under investigation.

SHELLING THE WOODS 


TO FIND OORN FOR RUNNING 
DISTILLERIES. 


Good Quality of Grain la Scarce and 
Season Promises To Open 
Late. 


Distillers are shelling the woods to 
find corn for opening the plants in 
Louisville and Kentucky. The poor 
quality of the grain which is to be 
had has produced a strained situation, 
and It Is not probable that any fine 
whisky, except ryes, will be made until 
after January 1. The places which are 
willing to risk the quality of their out¬ 
put by using the grain now on the 
market are few. and the plants which 
will resume operations within the next 
sixty days are mostly those which se¬ 
cured good corn during the summer 
and held It for the approach of cold 
weather, fteveral of the distilleries In 
Louisville will open thin month, but 
only those which were forehanded in 
securing their grain. 

No contracts are being made for 
corn, and the policy of the trade is to 
wait for the new crop, which Is be¬ 
lieved to give great promise of finer 
groin than the distillers could get last 
year. The harvest and the proper ma¬ 
turity of the crop will not allow gen¬ 
eral operations before the new year, 
according to distillers who have ex¬ 
pressed their opinion. Creel Brown said 
yesterday afternoon: 

“The exceedingly poor quality of the 
grain which is now to be had will 
cause operations to begin very late. 
The grain may be all right for other 
purposes, but for distillers it Is not 
good. The rye manufacturers nil! 
probably made some whisky during 
November and December, but it will be 
January before the general operations 
or© resumed.” 

The combine has announced no plan 
for the coining year, and It is the 
opinion of the distillers who are on the 
outside that the houses in the com¬ 
bination will be run on a policy which 
1ms not yet been reached by the exec¬ 
utive officers of t he concern.

The present public library 
will be opened to the public as soon 
thereafter as possible, probably within 
a few days, the delay being only to 
allow the framing of rules for the reg¬ 
ulation 6f th© library and the Issuance 
of books- The Library Committee, 
which will have charge of the rules, 
will meet with A. H. Hopkins, the Li¬ 
brarian, as soon ns he returns from 
the West on October 25, and It will re 
quire only n few days’ work to prepare 
such rules as may b* neceasnry. 

The regular monthly meeting of the 
Trustees of the free library was held 
yesterday afternoon. The contract 
providing for the merger, signed by 
Charles F.Grainger, th© president of the 
free library’, and Col. Bennett H- 
Young, the president of the public 
library, was presented to the Trustees 
for their approval.

The 
first and most Important matter to be 
settled Is to say what formalities must 
be complied with before a person may' 
secure books. It has been suggested 
that each person applying for a ticket 
to take out books be required to give 
a good bond for a nominal amount, 
the bond to be the protection of the 
library against the loss or stealing of 
book*. As few* restrictions as possible 
will be placed around the books, but It 
Is thought necessary to have some pro¬ 
tection against, loss of books. The other 
rules trill be frgmed after the plan used

Purgation of registration will be 
taken up Monday In the County Court 
before Judge Gregory. Joseph Sellig- 
mun, counsel for the Republicans, has 
given notice to the (Democrats that ho 
a vtit investigate only about thirty men 
who, he Minims, were not lfcgally en¬ 
titled in register. Thomas A. Barker, 
attorney for the Democrats, hits given

•‘Undoubtedly we will have a large 
number to investigate, may be sev¬ 
eral hundred," said Mr. Barker yes¬ 
terday afternoon.

MAKE PREPARATIONS FOR 

NATIONAL CONVENTION. 


Louisville Fire Insurance Agents 
Meet To Arrange For Transporta¬ 
tion and I^otel Accommodation. 


Suit was filed yesterday In the Fed-, 
era! Court by W. H. Thomas A Son 
Company against C. M. Barnett, Sur¬ 
veyor of Customs at Louisville, seeking 
to force Mr. Barnett to permit the com¬ 
plainant to transfer whisky now undvr 
Import bond from the original barrels 
fnto glass packages. The question in¬ 
volved is one of the utmost Importance 
to whisky distillers and dealers, and 
the course of the case will be watched 
with great interest. The complainant 
contends that the barrels are not now 
more than half filled with whisky and 
that part of the wood has become dry 
and cracked and that the whJsky is 
waiting at a rate which has already 
caused heavy loss to the complainant. 
It Is contended that under the section 
directing the Surveyor of Customs to 
permit the owner of merchandise to 
change his goods from the original 
package to other package when such 
change is made for the purpose of 
preserving the property imported the 
permission should /ave been given. 

MaJ. W. H. Thomas spent a large 
part 0 / last winter in Washington en¬ 
deavoring to secure a favorable rising 
in the case from the Secretary of the 
Treasury, but. falling In his object, 
employed Augustus E. Willson to Insti¬ 
tute legal proceedings for him. It is 
contended by the Government officials 
that to permit the whisky to be bottled 
would be practically to give the Gov¬ 
ernment's assurance of Its (U?* and pu¬ 
rity as is done under the bottling act 
under the internal revenue department. 
Whisky manufactured In this State and 
exported and reimported while on the 
water is not at all times under the eye 
of a storekeeper-gauger, and, w'hJle It 
is not intimated that any suoh condi¬ 
tion exists In the case at Issi*?, they 
say that to establish a precedent would 
give whisky dealers an opportunity to 
rectify whisky while out of this coun¬ 
try and then have It bottled in such a 
.manner as to put the Government in 
the attitude of vouching for its genu¬ 
ineness and purity.

the Collector of the Port where the 
same may be shall permit the transfer 
to he made if necessary for the safety 
or preservation thereof."

Barrels Rotted. 


The whisky in question is entitled to 
debenture, It is said In the petition, and 
the plaintiff does wish to transfer It 
from the original packages to bottles 
for Its safety and preservation, the 
whisky having been in the wooden bar¬ 
rels for from eleven to fourteen years, 
during which It had been sent to Eu¬ 
rope and returned to Louisville, and 
that the packages have begun to rot 
and the hoops are rusted and the losses 
by leakage have now become heavy. 
New barrels could not be used, It S ls 
said, because the new wood would alter 
the old an l ripened flavor of t he whisky 
which It has acquired by the process of 
maturing and destroy its value. 

Pltttntiff states further that it was 
not his purpose, and was so known to 
the defendant, to transfer the whisky 
to small bottles, but into carboys or 
other glnss packages, separate for each 
separate original package or barrel, and 
that the Identity t*f each separate 
package will be numbered to corre- 


MORE DIVORCE PETITIONS. 


A verdict for $S00 was rendered in 
favor of Ge<*rge E. and Minnie C. 
Whipps against the Louisville and 
Eastern Railroad Company tu Judge 
Field's court yesterday. Damages for 
alleged breach of contract was the 
cause of action set up by the plaintiffs 
against the defendant. Upon the first 
trial of the case about a year ago iden¬ 
tically the same verdict in favor of the 
plaintiffs was given. Mr. and Mrs. 
Whipps conceded to the Louirville and 
Eastern a twenty-flve-foot strip of 
ground about half a mile long along 
the front of their property which is Just 
opposite Lakeland. This was given 
with the understanding that the road 
should place Its station on the Whipps 
land opposite the Lakeland station on 
the Louisville and Nashville, instead 
of placing the station at that point It 
was built farther toward Anchorage. 
It was contended by the plaintiffs that 
their ground would have been greatly 
Increased in value by the location of 
the station upon It and sued for $3,000. 
The Court of Appeals, in griming a 
new trial, overruled two old cases upon 
which Special Judge Jackman, the first 
trial Judge, based his instructions.
